FAIR FLAX CROP

FARMERS MUST PAY HAIL 
INSURANCE PREMIUMS ON 
DELIVERY OF GRAIN CROP 


Heavy Prosecutions in Some Areas 
Follow for Non-Payment 


Mr. Fred Hennig of the Alberta 
Hail Insurance Board was in the dist- 
rict this week checking up the agents 
and elevators regarding the liens on 
grain to pay hail insurance premiums. 
Mr. Hennig pointed out that under the 
provisions of the Hail Act, and also 
the Seed Grain Act, that these items 
must be paid out of the proceeds of 
first delivery of grain to the elevator. 
He also pointed out that in the nor- 
thern part of the Province farmers 
were “bootlegging” or selling their 
grain at distant points and attempting 
to evade the hail premium deductions. 
Very heavy penalties have been been 
given to farmers where this has oc- 
curred and farmers are urged to fol- 
low the provisions of the Act and thus 
save themselves considerable trouble 
in dealing with the Board. 

Mr. Hennig stated while in Carbon 
that the Alberta Hail Board did a 
large business this year, having in- 
sured over a million and a half acres 
of crop. Insurance premium payments 
were coming in satisfactorily and it 
was expected that all losses would be 
met.

CONST, W.B. SHAW HAS 
A ROUGH TIME WITH 
ROCKYFORD WORKER 


Finally Subdued and Brought 

Before Police Magistrate 

Six harvesters from Nova Scotia 
ran foul of the law and were rounded 
up at Rockyford on September 9th by 
Const. W.B. Shaw of Carbon, and 
Const. W.L. Casselman of Irricana, 
and escorted to Strathmore where 
they were summoned  betore Police 
Magistrate T.M. Wears. 

From police reports it was revealed 
that Ralph Stone, hotel keeper at 
Rockyford telephoned Const. Shaw on 
the evening of September 9th, com- 
plaining that a gang of Nova Scotia 
harvesters were fighting, breaking 
windows and otherwise disturbing the 
peace of the citizens. Const. Shaw im- 
mediately got in touch with Const. 
Casselman of Irricana and the two of- 
ficers of the law proceeded to Rocky- 
ford where the arrest of Alex MeNeil, 
Angus McDonald, D. MeNeil and P. 
Gillis followed. They were charged 
with being intoxicated in a_ public 
place and when Alex McNeil and An- 
gus McDonald would not submit to the 
police officers they were further charg- 
ed with resisting a peace officer. 

When appearing before Magistrate 
T.M. Wears of Strathmore, Alex Me- 
Neil and Angus McDonald pleaded 
guilty to the charge of resisting a 
peace officer and were sentenced to 
six months hard labour without option 
of a fine. These men were also charg- 
ed with being intoxicated in a public 
place and were given a fine of $20 
and costs, or in default, 30 days in 
gaol. They both took the gaol sen- 
tence. 

Danny MeNeil, another of the gang 
appeared on the same charge and was 
given a similar sentence. When the 
fine was not paid he was escorted to 
the lock-up.

CREDIT HOUSE PLAN READY

There are three main classes of seed 
with No. 1, 2 and 3 grades within each 
class: 

(a) GENERAL SEEDS OF COM- 
MERCE—which require a Control 
Sample Certificate, stating that the 
stocks are up to certain germination 
standards, and that they contain no 
more weed seeds, nor seeds of other 
kinds of grain, than the Seeds Act 
permits. 

(b) CERTIFIED SEED—Which is 
the same kind of material as (a) ex- 
cepting that it is a little purer in each 
grade, and also that the stocks are 
certified to be true to a high standard 
of excellence to one specified variety. 

(c) REGISTERED SEED—Which 
again is the same as (b) excepting 
that it is even purer, and is true-to- 
variety to a still higher standard of 
excellence even than Certified seed. 

The best qualities of Registered and 
Certified seed are contained in sacks, 
each individual sack having been in- 
spected, tagged and sealed by an of- 
ficer of the Dominion Seed Branch. 
Certified seed in the sack is more ex- 
pensive than General Seeds of Com- 
merce, and Registered seed is some- 
what more expensive than Certified, 
simply because it is the highest qua- 
lity seed obtainable.

Vigilance Means Safety 


With the shooting season for birds now in full swing and the time for 
hunting of big game to follow a little later, it is an appropriate time to 
yemind all who handle rifles, shot guns and revolvers that sudden tragedy 
lurks close by for some victim of carelessness. 

Now is the time to remember that all too frequently it is the “un-! 
loaded gun” that unwittingly snuffs out a life or is responsible for irrepar- 
able injury to a child, a relative or a companion, or that he who is care- 
less with firearms may cause death or injury to himself without a mo- 
ment’s warning

How It May Happen 

There are those who will go out blithely for a day of enjoyment in the 
crisp autumn air and who will return to their homes full of grief and re- 
morse over some accident for which a moment's thoughtlessness was re- 
sponsible and the memory of which will never be entirely obliterated 

There is the sportsman of excitable temperament who is too keen to 
get in his shot and will not wait before pressing the trigger until he is 
quite sure of the nature of the object at which he points his weapon. He 
sees something move and that is sufficient. He raises his gun to his shoul- 
der and lets fly in the general direction of the movement. His quarry may 
be a bird, it may be a dog or a cow or it may spell “curtains” for a child 
or a hunting friend. 


Then there are those hunters who will surround a comparatiyely small 
slough ladem with ducks and who pull the trigger hastily in their anxiety 
to get a bird without making sure that their companions are not in line to 
receive all or a portion of the discharged pellets. Such accidents are too 
common around sloughs skirted with bush which may render visibility im- 
perfect. 

There are also those who, despite the cautions frequently uttered by 
those well versed in rules of hunting, will carry their loaded guns at a 
dangerous angle, risking the lives of their companions; those who will drag 
guns through fences without regard to the direction of the mifzle and the 
risk of snagging the trigger; those who will place loaded guns in the house 
inviting death for some innocent child or curious adult and those who, 
despite the law to the contrary, will persist in firing guns from a moving 
automobile, wagon or buggy. 


All of these and others who violate the huntsman’s common rules of 
safety are a constant menace during the hunting season. None of them 
can be charged with murder, yet the result of their actions may be the 
same as those of the man who sets out to kill deliberately his kind, but they 
cannot be excused because lack of ordinary precautions were not taken or 
because the commonsense rules of safety were not observed. |

Rules Of Safety | 

“Safe carrying of guns must become a definite habit’, recently said | 
C. K. Howard, manager of the Fish and Game Department of the Canadian 
National Railways, in an interview outlining a few suggestions, the rigid 
observance of which would constitute an insurance policy against regret-| 
table accidents. 

“The golden rule is that the muzzle of a carried gun must never sweep 
the horizon,” he continued. “If an accident discharge takes place it should 
send the shot into the ground before the feet of the person carrying the 
gun, or into the air, The muzzle of a gun should never be allowed to point 
towards the person carrying it nor toward any other person. 

“Guns being taken into boats or vehicles, or over fences and other ob- 
structions, should precede the person carrying them, 
removed on entering camp or a house. 


Cartridges should be 
Loaded guns should never be aimed 
at anything unless the person intends to pull the trigger. No loaded gun 
should be placed where it may be knocked down by a dog or a child, nor 
can there be any excuse for a loaded gun standing where it may be handled 
by a person who does not know that the weapon is loaded, 

“Perhaps the most frequent cause of shooting accidents is the dan- 
gerous habit of some hunters who shoot at ‘something moving in. the 
bushes’ without first making certain that the moving object is the game 
they seek rather than a hunting companion,”

The Bank Of Canada 


Is Under Full Ownership And Con- 
trol Of Government 

The Bank of Canada, which was 

nationalized by the Dominion Parlia- 

ment during its last session, is the 

central bank of the Dominion. It 


was established by an act of Parlia-| 


ment in 1934 and began operations 
in March, 1935. At the outset it was 
privately owned, though the govern- 
ment controlled the appointment of 
the Governor. Two years ago the 
stock of the bank was increased and 
the government purchased a_ con- 
trolling share. Retiring the privately 
owned stock gives the 
full ownership and control. 


The Bank of Canada is the bank-)| 


ers’ bank and the fiscal agent of the 
government. The commercial bank- 


ing of the country is carried on by, 


chartered banks, which operate un- 
der parliamentary charters and are 


+ ’ | 
supervised by a government-appoint- 


ed Inspecor-General of Banks. 

The chartered banks are ten in 
number and have nearly 3,400 
branches and sub-agencies,  distri- 
buted throughout the provinces and 
territories of Canada. In addition, 
they operate 145 branches in some 
dozen other countries, The charter- 
ed banks have an enviable record 
for safety, no failure having taken 
place in the last 15 years,

IN FAR-OFF AUSTRALIA 


In neither Canada or Australia have 
governments or the public faced up to 
the issue that their level of wheat 
| production is geared up far too high-

The above statement was made by 
Hon. T. H. Bath, in the Australian 
| Primary Producer in the course of an 
argument in favor of a home price 
for wheat in Australia. In all the 
wheat growing states of Australia 
Mr. Bath says, producers of wheat are 
| demanding to come under the umbrella 
of high protection and basic wage 
| regulation by means of a compensy- 
| tion price for that portion of their 
| product consumed within Australia, ‘A 
home price for wheat’ is their slogan. 
| ‘Continuing, Mr. Bath states: “It is 
| a legitimate demend and the state pre- 
miers recognized the force behind it in 
their decision to meet and consider 
the best means of applying the policy 
of protection to the wheat grower in 
the same way as is done to secondary 
| industries and to labor.” 
| In discussing the current wheat si- 
tuation, Mr. Bath says the plain truth 
is that the two factors of supply and 
demand are so much out of balance 
that the only time when whet pro- 
ducers in countries and Canada and 
Australia can hope to secure prices 
|approximating the cost of production 
is when a maior calamity of drouth 
or some other kind of disaster afflicts 
two or more large wheat producing 
areas of the world.
